lic debt situation presented the main 
problem to be solved by any future 
government, 

Mr McFarland stated his sole pur- 
pose and aim Was to serve the best 
interest of the people of Alberta as a 
whole and if it should be considered 
he Was in any Way in the way ol suc 
cess for the Movement he would be, 
ready instantly to step out of leader." 
ship. Among the principles of policy: 
chosen by the council was that the 
leader of the party in the legislature! 
should only be selected by the elected 
members themselves not by any pol- 
itical party outside the legislature. 

It announced a policy that would 
foster and advance the unity of Cun-! 
ada as a whole and not weaken = the, 
bonds of confederation. Work of or- 
ganising constituency conventions 
and groups will be carried on largely: 
by individuals interested in the move- 


ciples of the Unity movement accept- 
ed by the delegates is as follows. 

“The things which the Government 
that is to restore credit, confidence 
and self-respect to the people of this 
Province must do, are infinite in de 
tail buut simple in principle. 

“It mst provide for the adjust- 
ment of existing private debts on the;

“It must recognize the fact that the 
payment of taxes is an investment in 
public service and that such service 
is strictly HMmited by the ability ol 
the taxpayer to pay. Having this in 
mind it must be prepared to insist at 
all times upon the greatest measure. 
of economy, consistent with justice 
and efficiency in every phase of pub- 
lic activity, including the make-up oi, 
the Legislative Ass@ibly and the Gov- 
ernment itself. 

“When these matters have been’ 
faced honestly and fairly, the way will 
have been prepared for a greater men-, 
sure of public benefit and service 
than can be realized in any other way. 

“The Provincial Government, while’ 
maintaining its rights and fulfilling’ 
its responsibilities under the British’ 
North America Acct as far as lies
